Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-8, 1 1 , 1 5, 28, 33, 37, 58, 59, 61 , 63, 65, and 67 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "the information 
includes at least one station classmark that represents at least the wireless 
communication device power", when such information is considered within the 
specific structure of the device recited in claims 6, 28, 63, and 65 or the method recited 
in claims 15 and 37. The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of 
or means for "the information represents whether a signaling encryption is 
supported by the wireless communication device", when such information is 
considered within the specific structure of the device recited in claim 7. The prior art of 
record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "the information 
represents MOB_TERM status of the wireless communication device", when such 
information is considered within the specific structure of the device recited in claim 8. 
The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "the 
information represents communication from a non-IP enabled communication 
device", when such information is considered within the specific structure of the device 
recited in claims 1 1 and 33. The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious the 
steps of or means for "sending a second SIP Invite message containing only 
parameters required for SIP VOIP communication and excluding CDMA-specific 
parameters not required for SIP VOIP communication, wherein the message

header is a portion of a SIP Invite Request", when such message is considered 
within the specific structure of the method recited in claims 58 and 59 or the device 
recited in claims 61 and 67.
